Under the amendment's terms, the 
tariff commission would be enlarged 
to ten members and

quired to recommend to congress by 
December 1, 1923,

conversion costs as disclosed by its 
proposed investigations. 
The committee members would be 
appointed by the president, hold of­ 
fice for life and receive salaries 
of 
$12,000 each. 
Not more than five could be of the 
same political party and none could 
engage actively in any private busi­ 
ness, trade or proiession. 
In a prepared address explaining 
his amendment, Senator Frelingauy- 
sen called the present tariff making 
system “illogical and unscientific." 
He described the system as a com­ 
pilation of statements of business in­ 
terests and said the public mind was 
thoroughly awake to “the abuses of 
this system and to the necessity for 
reform.” 
“And this awakening should be a 
warning to all of us to take the tar­ 
iff out of politics,” he continued.

O PROMOTE the safety first 
movement, the Standard Oil
